Duty Lowered ; Prices 
Raised Accordingly 


West Not Getting the Benefit Ex- 
pected from Reduction in Cement 


Duty. 


Winnipeg, June 17.—The removal of 
half the duty on American cement 
does not seem likely to benefit the 
people for whom it was designed as 
much as was hoped. Several Ameri- 
can cement, concerns have notified 
Winnipeg people of a raise in prices 
and have informed them that they 
will no longer be able to — supply 
them with cement at the old prices. 
Firms in the west have received sim- 
ilar notifications and the raise seems 
to have been made to very nearly 
correspond with the removal of the 
duty. The saving to the city of 
Winnipeg will remain and al-o to 
such contractors who have ordered a 
supply sufficient for the season, as by 
the terms of such contracts, as 
drawn up by the builders’ exchange, 
the contractors obtain the benefits 
of all cuts in the duty df articles. 

A local firm that uses a consider- 
able quantity of cement said today 
that it had wired five firms in the 
United States for quotations on 
cement. and the prices queted in the 
replies from four firms were greater 
than the local quotations from the 
Canadian concerns. The fifth was de 


per barrel less, but this was offset 
by the return of the sacks. Another 
local firm using a large quantity 


stated that it had enough to do for 
probably the entire season already 
contracted for. It had been notified 
that no future orders would be taken 
at the old price. : 

The Winnipeg builders for the most 
part are now fairly well supplied 
with cement and buildings which have 
been delayed are all under 9 way 
again.

Chicago, June 22.—Frank A. Mun- 
sey, of the Roosevelt forces, said last 
night : ‘Mr. Roosevelt will be nom- 
inated for president by a new party.

Chicago, June 20.—So far as Tam 


.concerned,’’ declared Colonel Roose- 


velt to his delegates and advisers in 


an address this morning ‘‘I am 
through. 
“If you are voted down, I hope 


you, the real and lawful majority of 
the convention, will organize as 
such, and you wifl do it if you have 
the courage and loyalty of your 
convictions. 

“IT am speaking to you,’ said 
Colonel Roosevelt, ‘‘as a man to 
whom some of you have done the 
honor to state that you, wish to 
nominate him as president. 

“When I went into the race I 
made my appeal to the people. Most 
of the delegates were chosen at 
direct primaries by the people. J 
made my fight squarely. I said, and 
some of you heard me, that if the 
people decided against me JT would 
have nothing to say; but that if the 
people were for me, and the politi- 
cians tried to cheat me out of the 
nomination, | would have a great 
deal to say. 

WON'T BE CHEATED. 

“To went by the people, and T won. 
Now the national committee and a 
portion of the convention, which is 
made a majority only by the aid, of 
delegates not elected, but chosen by 
the national committee, are trying 
to cheat me out of the nomination. 
They can't do it. As far as 1 .am 
concerned, it makes no difference ; 
but it is not me they are cheating, 
it is the people, the rank and file of 
the Republican party. 

“T did not want to give vou any 
advice, as I preferred to let you de- 
cide what to do; but J am going to 
give vou my advice. 

“Governor Deneen introduced a very 
moderate resolution in dealing with 
the four flagrant steals, It was 
that the delegates from California, 
Washington, Texas and Arizona 
should not be permitted to — vote, 
and that the three states stolen 
bodily — Washington, Arizona — and 
Texas—should not put their repres- 
cntatives on the credentials commit- 
tee.

TO ESCAPE APPENDICITIS 


An Exercise Commended by a Well 
Known Physician 


A simple way to prevent appendi- 
citis was recently described by a well- 
known physician. Every night and 
morning, he advised, go on your 
knees, bend backward until you sit 
on your heels, and, at the same time, 
bend the upper part of your body for- 
ward as far as possible. Do this six 
to ten times. 

You may vary the exercise by stand- 
ing with heels together and toes point- 
ing straight forward, and then stoop- 
ing into a sitting posture until the 
knees touch the chest. Do this also 
six or eight times slowly. 

The effect is to stir up the intestine 
{n the neighborhood of the vermi- 
form appendix, and to keep it free 
from the obstruction which is the pri- 
mary cause of appendicitis.

STRANGE PLACES 
Birds choose. some _ remarkable 


places In which to build their nests. 
Of all our birds, the cunning and do- 
mesticated robin has perhaps the 
keenest eye for ready-made sites.

“What Good Roa 
Mean to Canada’’ 


Gold medal essay, to follow Cana- 
dian highway story. 


The Carthaginians were the first 
people to make systematic practice 
of road-building, but no nation de 
rived so many various benefits as 
that of Rome. Great and wonder- 
ful are the monuments that  perpet- 
uate the name of Rome and _ every- 
thing connected with it, but none 
are as famous as her roads. Rome's 
military, commercial and imperial 
suceess was due, primarily, to her 
splendid system of highways, the 
relies of whieh extend from the Pil- 
lars of Hercwes to the Temple of 
Jerusalem. But the Roman road- 
makers have far more important les- 
son for Canada. The world will, 
for all time, remember the message 
of Christ, which was delivered to 
humanity through the medium of the 
Roman roads. There are thousands 
of people existing in hamlets  scat- 
tered throughout Canada, who are 
awaiting religious instruction. They 
will not emerge from their semi- 
barbarous state until the ‘ Gocd 
Roads Movement’’ has won its way 
into every nook of this new country. 

The attendance to the rural meet- 
ing place is diminishing; the at- 
tendance to the school house — is 
dwindling « friendship is being sever- 
ed with the neighbor living a= short 
distance away ; and with the person 
to whom you regularly send aq lettetf; 
and the village preacher is being dis- 
couraged. What is the reason for 
this? Impassable roads and nothing 
else. Country communities are not 
going to wade through mud to post 
a letter, to go to school, to go to 
charch, or to visit a friend, neither 
will they suffer their horses to at- 
tempt it. They will not be pestered 
with doctor's bills because the road 
is transformed into a quagmire. 
Rural inhabitants are being degrad- 
ed cducationally, socially and mor- 
ally. Country folk are not migrat- 
ing to cities beeause they don’t like 
rural life, but because the roads, if 
they may be called so, are impas- 
sable. These people are intelligent 
cnough to see that all the discom- 
fort and prevention of social enjoy- 
ment is due to the lack of good 
roads. Flere lies the greatest lesson 
of the Roman road-builders. You 
cannot estimate in dollars and cents 
the national loss entailed by the 
constant withdrawal of labor from 
arms, and by the fading of the in- 
fiuence of the character-building in- 
stitutions of the country. 

Bushnell, a great American think- 
er, says: ‘Tf new ideas are abroad, 
new hopes arising, vou will see it by 
the roads that are building.’’

ultancously: with. the movement for 


‘|the need of good roads arises one 


far-reaching idea,..even more 
found than the‘enhancing of 
values. It is the social betterment 
by which Canada is playing a dis- 
tinguished part*in>the uplift of the 
world. Hd 

Now we turn to the meaning of 
roads in the economie sphere. Is it 
a good busin2ss: policy? Canada's 
manufacturers, men of commerce and 
business admit that Canada needs 
such a policy, but, because they can- 
not see any solid, unrestricted and 
available gain that would accrue, 
they don’t care. The cost of a 
breakfast roll would be trifling did 
it not cost the farmer eighteen cents 
a bushel more to transport wheat 
nine miles to a. railway station than 
it did from New York to Liverpool, 
a distance of three thousand one 
hundred miles. The cost of a boiled 
egg is the payment of transporta- 
tion from the hen to the household. 
The intrinsic value of the egg is a 
mere trifle compared with the ex- 
pense through two feet of mud. 

Over the deep-rutted roads, as they 
exist at present, ‘a farmer can haul, 
on an average, six, hundred pounds 
in five honrs with two horses. If 
good roads were constructed, how- 
ever, it has been calculated that one 
horse could draw twelve hundred 
pounds and more in two hours. Not 
only would the farmer save time, 
conserve his energies, make better 
use of his vehicles and horses and 
thereby save money; but the con- 
sumer, too, would receive his needs 
at lower prices. And as Canada’s 
agricultural production is annually 
increasing by leaps and bounds, a 
greater proportion of money would 
be saved by all classes of people 
year by year; and, probably, the 
high cost of living in the urban dis- 
tricts would recede to the normal. 

“It costs the average Canadian 
farmer two dollars a ton to haul his 
produce to the market town, to the 
railway station orslake port. It is 


pro- 
land 


crops alone amounts to about 
40,000,000 tons a year. It would be 
to estimate that 25,000,- 
000 of this tonnage is hauled over 
roads, one way. or another; so we 
have 950,000,000 as cost of teaming 
field crops by.the farmers. This cost 
eould be reduced if we had _ first- 
class roads, to $20,000,000 a saving 
of 60 per cent., leaving $30,000,000 
as g saving on one class of product 
alone.’’ 

The building of good roads would 
jncrease the value of taxable lands 
not only in the vicinity but also in 
the most remote parts. Stupendous 
amounts could be collected in taxes 
and the assets of the nation as well 
as the landlord would increase. New 
towns would spring up; new railway 
branches would be built ; and Cana- 
da would be settled und developed 
at a miraculous rate. 

Our convicts could be profitably 
employed building roads. Of course, 
it is useless to have them construct- 
ed unless carried on in a systematic 
and scientific way. The roads must 
be ‘‘graded, topped and rolled.” 
They should be constructed so that 
water will quickly drain off and so 
that the greatest applied pressure 
will not foree upon the foundation 
and cause mud to ooze up and ruts 
to be renewed. 

Well-constructed roads shorten dis- 
tances by reducing the time to 
travel. They would give rise to a 
further exploration of sparsely set- 
tled districts and would result in 
the discovery and shipping of more 
mineral and timber wealth. 

I feel confident that smooth hard 
roads would mean more to Canada 
than any other project. I believe 
that a remarkable awakening, a 
renaissance would take place. The 
economic and national advantages 
that would ensue are incalculable. 
The energetic settlement and develop- 
ment of Canada would swell the 
treasury and the country would en- 
joy an era of prosperity unequalled 
in its history. Good roads in Cana- 
da would mean a higher standard of 
citizenship ; a people pervaded by 
education and good morals; and a 
better understanding and a mutual 
sympathy between the divers a

Monday evening, June 17th, the 


adjourned meeting of the Council 
was held, with all members present. 

The Mayor reported that the com- 
mittee appointed to see the architect 
re. clerk of works, had waited on Mr. 
Sharman, and the committee would 
advise engaging a clerk of works 
to oversee work on construction of 
town building. They reported having 
received tender for Spark’s vacuum 
steam heating system from the Day 


Hardware Co. for $2,685; Smith & 
Gaetz declined to tender. 

On motion, clause 13 of the Com- 
missioners’ report, as presented 
Thursday evening, was adopted, with 
the addition that a clerk of works to 
oe the construction be appoint- 
e 

The Commissioners’ report was ad- 
opted. 

By-laws to execute an agreement 
with Seymour & Dawe, engineers, 
and to purchase certain properties 
for streets and parks passed their 
several readings and were made law. 

Stephen Wilson petitioned against 
a cement walk from Ist Avenue to 
2nd Avenue West on Ist St. South. 

After some discussion Councillors 
Malcolm and Byers moved that ithe 
petition be not accepted. Carried. 

On motion of Councillor Botterill, 
a guarantee of $300 against loss was 
made to the Dominion Day Sports 
Committee. 

The Commissioners brought in their 
estimated expenditure on revenue ac- 
count for the year. 

On moticn of Councillors Botterill 
and Botsford, the special report of 
the Commissioners on estimates on 
revenue expenditures was received 
and adopted. 

The Mayor intvodueed a report of 
the joint committee appointed by 
the Council and Hospital Board to 
deal with transfer of hospital prop- 
erty. 

The committee reported that 
Hospital Board ask: for legislation to 
sell its real estate. Then when such 
power is obtained the Hospital Board 
will convey, on demand, to the town. 
That the town will advance to the 
hospital the amount required from 
time to time as construction proceeds 
on new building. 

The report of the special commit- 
tce was received and adopted, and 
the Mayor and Secretary-Treasuecr 
instructed to execute an agreement 
for the same. 

It was agreed, on motion, to have 
the town offices open during noon 
hour.

WHEREAS in about the month of 
September Jast the Canadian Nor- 
thern Railway Company submitted 
to the Town of Red Deer its plan 
of right-of-way through the Town, 
showing all the lands required for 
its purposes in the Town, all of 
which the Council readily assented 
to. 

AND WHEREAS since that time 
the Town, after submitting the same 
to the vote of the ratepayers, has 
puree what is known as_ the 

Exhibition Grounds. 

AND WHEREAS the Town 
taken steps in connection with 
Town planning system, to lay out 
the said Exhibition Grounds, and the 
land lying between the said Exhibi- 
tion Grounds and the said right-of- 
way, and have gone to considerable 
expense in obtaining expert assis- 
tanee and laying the same out for 
exhibition and other purposes, and 
in preparing plans for the erection of 
buildings thereon, and a by-law for 
the expenditure of $15,000.00 has 
been approved of by a majority of 
the ratepayers of the town for the 
purpose of erecting buildings on the 
said above mentioned second parcel 
of land. 

AND WHEREAS without the said 
second piece of land there would not 
be sufficient ground for the purposes 
aforesaid. 

AND WHEREAS the Canadian 
Northern Western Railway Company 
has made application to the Town 
of Red Deer for the purchase of the 
said second parcel of land, consisting 
of about two and two-thirds acres.

The rcign of the American 
dent is a short one, and until 


presi- 
re- 
cently the world at large paid little 
attention to the personality of the 
various men, some of them decidedlv 
mediocre, who from to time have 
occupied the White House. From 
Van Buren to Lincoln no president 
was known in Europe with the pos- 
sible exception of Buchanan, who had 
served as a minister to the court of|. 
St. Jamcs. Lincoln and Grant were 
world figures, but. from Grant to 
Roosevelt the presidents were in the 
main colorless men, absorbed in the 
domestic politics of their country, 
which up to the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war almost rivaled 
China as a hermit nation. With the 
close of fiat war the United States 
entered world politics, Mr. Roose-|, 
velt acquired international reputa- 
tion, and there was a gcneral feeling 
of satisfaction when Mr. Taft came 
to the White House with a wider out- 
look upon the world and with a more 
intimate knowledge of international 
polities than any of his predecessors 
had ever possesse' 

Not unnaturally, Mr. Taft as presi- 
dent addressed himself to internat- 
ional affairs. He negotiated several 
arbitration treaties with the United 
Kingdom and France, and _ these 
would have been followed by similar 
treaties with Germany, Japan and 
other great nations, except for the 
action of the United States senate, 
which share the treaty-making power 
with the president. He seems to 
have handled the various questions 
which have arisen in the Orient with 
skill and discretion, and he evolved, 
and to some extent successfully car- 
ried out, a great scheme of contin- 
ental politics, having for its end the 
Atmericanization of this continent. In 
Mexico, Cuba, Central America, and 
even in South America, influences 
were brought to bear which con- 
tributed, and are contributing, to 
the success of the -president's policy. 
His reciprocity deal with the Cana- 
dian Government was the first step 
in a well considered plan to dissolute 
Canada from European influences and 
to centre her hopes and interests en- 
tirely upon this continent. Finally, 
it must be said that the president's 
messages and deliverances on sub- 
jects of international interest have 
been of a high order, and his com- 
munications with the heads of foreign 
nations, such as the recent cabled 
congratulation to King George upon 
his birthday, and his_reply to the 
condolences of his royal highness the 
governor-gencral upon the Titanic 
disaster and the death of the presi- 
dent’s aide, Major Butt, were well 
conceived and expressed. 

Why is it then that the president 
has not strength as a candidate for 
re-election and will leave the White 
House with the sense of personal 
humiliation? The explanation may 
be found in the fact that he devoted 
himself to international politics to 
th» neglect of domestic politics. The 
great social and economic movements 
going on in the United States, and 
indeed throughout the world, do 
not seem to have attracted his at- 
tention. With politics in the partis- 
an sense of the word he was entirely 
unfamiliar when he came to. the 
White House, and in the mastery of 
since he has shown himself 
Mr. Taft held many offices al- 
ways by appointment ; indeed he be- 
came president by appointment. His 
attempts to play politics in oppos- 
ition to Theodore Roosevelt have 
been clumsy in the extreme. 

Yet things might have been far 
different. Had Canada adopted reci- 
procity or had the inevitable march 
upon Mexico been inaugurated six 
month’s ago; had he_ stood by 
Roosevelt—and there is no apparent 
reason why he should have broken 
with him4Mr. Taft would have been 
re-elected, and with another term in 
the White House would have become 
one of the great presidents, 

Most unfortunately for his fame at 
home and abroad was his publication | ———. 
of the jietter to Colonel Roosevelt, 
wherein he declared that reciprocity 
would make Canada an adjunct of 
the United States. The publication 
of that letter suggests traits of in- 
sincerity and rudeness not generally 
associated with the character of Mr- 
Taft. It was a blunder which indi- 
cates that, in spite of his diplomatic 
training, his ineptitude for 
politics flows from some fault _ of 
judgment which in the end would 
have interfered with the successful 
completion of his international un-

dertakings, however well conceived 
or well planned they might  havp 
been. 

Mr. Roosevelt, in all probability, 


will succeed Mr. Taft, and as presi- 
dent will bring about the reforms 
needed in the United States. He is 
not likely to lean on anyone for sup- 
port, but in his conduct of foreign 
affairs he will miss the acute intel- 
lect of Elihu Root and the world- 
wide outlook which distinguished 
William H. Taft, acquired as gover- 
nor of the Philippines, as secretary 
of war, special envoy to the Vatican

Order-in-Council Allows Certain ah lea 


Imports to Evade Payment of 
Tariff Dues. 


Ottawa, June 17.—An_ order-in- 
council has been passed transferring 
to the free list the following articles 
when such are used as new maternal 
in Canadian manufactures : 

ta(—Cane, reed or rattan, not fur- 
ther manufactured than split, when 
for use in Canadian manufactures. 

(b)—Flat braids or plaits of glazed 
cotton thread, not over one-quarter 
inch wide, when imported by manu- 
facturers of hats for use only in the 
manufacture of hat bodies. 

(e)—Celluloid, xylonite, or kyolite 
in sheets, lumps, blocks, cylinders, 
rods or bars, not further manufac- 
tured than moulded or pressed when 
for use in Canadian manufactures. 

(d)—Hard rubber in strips or rods, 
but not further mannfactured, when 
for use in Canadian manvfactures. 

te!—Artificial abrassives in bulk, 
crushed or ground, when imported 
for use in the manufacture of abras- 
sive wheels ‘and polishing composi~ 
tion. 

YARNS ON FREE LIST. 


(f)—Peroxide of barium, non-alco- 
holic, for use in the manufacture of 
peroxide of hydrogen, when imported 
by manufacturcrs of peroxide of hyd- 
rogen. 

(g)— Binitrotoluol, trinitrotoluol, 
and perchlorate of ammonia when 
imported by manufacturers of ex- 
plosives fur use exclusively in the 
manufacture of such articles in their 
own factory. 

th)—Glass plates or dises, rough 
cut or unwrought, for use in the 
manufacture of optical instruments, 
when imported by manufacturers of 
such optical instruments. 

(i)—Yarns, threads, and filaments 
of artificial or imitation silk. 
duced from a form of celluloid ob- 
tained by chemical provesses from 
cotton or wood, when imported by 
manufacturers of knitted, woven, or 
braided fabrics for use only in their 
own factories in the manufacture of 
such knitted, woven or braided fab« 
ries. 


COST TO CONSUMERS REDUCED 


This abolition of or reduction in 
duties is designed by the govern- 
ment to furnish cheaper raw mater- 
ials for the manufacturers, and a 
cheaper finished product for the con- 
sumer. 

The list includes straw for hats, 
celluloid, parts of musical instru- 
ments, silks for neckties, component 
parts of explosives, bradided fabrics, 
and some minor items, which are 
not produced in Canada yet. They 
are essential in a number of Cana- 
dian manufactures. The tariff ex- 
perts of the manufacturers’ associ- 
ation have long been arguing the 
action which the governmnert has now 
seen fit to take. 

The association will naturally be 
pleased at the decision which has 
been reached, while with duty = re- 
moved or reduced materially the fin- 
ished articles can be turned out more 
cheaply for the consumer and some- 
what more expeditiously. ’
